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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


There were 69 calls for the Plaistow Fire Depart- 
ment in the year of 1967. The department was 
called to the following fires: 39 grass, brush 
and wood fires; 8 car fires; 2 chimney fires; 6 
emergency calls; fortunately only 1 false alarm; 
ll building ftres; 1 bomb scare at Timberlane 
High School; 2 out of town fires (1 at Danville 
and 1 in Newton); the rest were miscellaneous. 


The fire loss was approximately $21,000, more than 
double the loss of the previous year. 


The department called tn aid at various times from 
Atkinson, Newton and Haverhill,. Massachusetts. 


The new fire truck arrived and was commisstoned on 
September 15, 1967. It has been assigned as the 
first piece of apparatus to leave the fire station 
on all calls; also this truck has proved to be more 
than satisfactory in two separate fires. 


In looking to the future, I believe that serious 
consideration should be given to the thought of con-= 
structing a new fire station housing at least one 
piece of equipment to be built along Route 125 in 
order to respond more quickly to the shopping cen- 
ters, businesses and Timberlare High School. 


I would like to emphasize emphatically that no out- 
side burning ts allowed without first obtaining a 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden, John Palmer or 
Deputy Warden Donald Davis. No permits will be 
tssued between the hours of 9-AM and 5-PM unless 
the day is damp or rainy. Burning in incinerators 
is permissible if the incinerator has been approved 
by Mr. Palmer or Mr. Davis. To be approved, an in- 
Cinerator must be so constructed and covered that 
Sparks will not be able to escape.

It has been distributed to prospective businesses 
and has been well receivéd.

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REFORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


There were three major subdivisions started this 
yea@. Section #2 of Wildwood Park off Sweet Hill 
Road, 100 lots. Bernard Collins, Dundee Drive and 
Collins Avenue, off Sweet Hill Road, 22 Tete, 
Forest Acres, off Forrest Street, 28 lots. 


Hearings were held on these developments and sever- 
al on site inspections were made by the Board of 

all three. Hearings were held on two lots on Rustic 
Lane Extension and approved for building permits. 
Three lots on LaPerle Avenue were approved for 
building also. 


Subsurface drainage is being installed on Little 
Nook Road and Dauntless Lane Extension and should 
be finished in the spring of 1968. Dauntless Lane 
and Rustic Lane Extension should be ready by late 
spring or early summer for final surfacing. Drain- 
age has been installed in the Hemlock-Ashe and 
Birch Street area and these streets should be final 
surfaced in the spring also. Auburn and Barker 
Streets off the Danville Road have been final sur- 
faced with 3" mix in place @sphalt. 


The Board has two large areas under consideration 
for rezoning from residential and commercial to 
industrial. One section is on Route #125 from 
Old County Road to the Kingston line, and back to 
the power line right of way, including town owned 
property. This area has been discussed with the 
Owners involved and has thetr approval and is 
ready for public hearings.

The other section is an area on Route #108 from 
Sweet Hill Road to the Newton line. AS soon as 
the owners of this area are determined, the 
Board will hold the necessary hearings. 


There are several zoning ordinance changes and 
Subdivision regulations under consideration 
which the Board feels will be beneficial to 
the town.

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REPCRT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Town closed the year with an unexpended bal- 
once of $14,489.42. 


The total valuation of the Town increased to 
$11,165,624.00 Our veterans exemptions were in 
the amount of $364,780.00 (357) plus $1,000.00 
for a blind exemption. Our increase in property 
valuations was $897,590.00 The budget increased 
$105,027.54 over 1966 and the additional valuation 
took care of only $87,00@.00 of this increase re- 
Sulting ina tax rate of $78.00 which was $5.40 
per thousand more than last year. 


Much time and effort was extended toward ob- 
taining the grant for the overhead water tower and 
tank through the Economic Division Administration. 
We still have additional papers t@ submit to the 
Portland office to conform with the requirements 
before the grant can be realized. However, we have 
been assured the grant will be forthcoming as soon 
as these processes have been finalized. The land Gn 
which the tower stands was deeded to the Town this 
year. 


The Town ts still involved ina court action 
regarding the disposal area and funds have been re- 
ceived from the bonding company for the completion 
of Maryann Drive, which will be put to use in 1968. 
These funds are on deposit in the Plaistow Cooperative 
Bank. Opposition to the change in the location of 
the State Liquor store to Route #125 was expressed 
with little or no results. 


The cemetery development has made a little more 
progress and monies have been allocated for additional 
work. We plan to continue this improvement in 1966. 


New building was not as great during 1967 as in 
1966 and residential building permits were less. We 
believe this was due to the effect of the tax increase. 
We have seen the completion of a new shopptng area on 
Route #125 and a growth in the expansion of the Process 
Engineering Company. These were the two major build- 
tng acttvitties this year. 
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Crane Crossing Road was resurfaced with the 
TRA funds. 


For the past three years our tax rate has 
steadily increased in spite of more dollars of 
building and our additional valuations have not 
been great enough to keep up with the increase in 
educational costs. 


The town must give immediate consideration 
to additional police protection, the probability 
of another fire station in another part of town 
and we are also getting closer toa need fora 
water and sewerage system. The only way these ser- 
vices can be accomplished is by an increase in 
non-expense income from commercial and industrial 
enterprises. 


We welcome suggestions by all citizens and 
encourage the assistance of all townspeople in an 
effort to interest more industry in locating in 
Plaistow. We further urge all residents new and 
old to acquaint themselves with and participate in 
the town and school affairs and to attend BOTH 
meetings. 


The town is facing some difficult problems and 
it is the duty and responsibility of all citizens to 
work toward a stable solution. 


We regret the passing of former Selectman, 

Frank L. Leathe and Nelson M. Schwaner, a member of 

the Planning Board and Industrial Commission, who 

gave so generously of thetr time and talents.
